tioned out and placed in

amount of 
g r a i n-concentrate 
mixture placed on top of

silag e. 
Both the silag e 
and

are usually eaten before t h e 
afternoon milking is finished, 
ev en thoug h the full 2 4 hour 
allotment is fed at one time.
